of the diseased animals will end the 
trouble. 
However, the remainder of 
the flock is being watched and any 
showing sym ptoms of the disease will 
be shot instantly.

Suit was brought in circuit court 
to compel Hoeschler to allow Miller 
to pass over the property in going to 
and front tl\e street. 
This was the 
oui}' way Miller has of reaching the 
street. 
Judge Fruit rendered a decision in 
favor of Miller. 
The case was ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court and the 
decision reaffirmed. 
Hoeschler constructed 
the

claiming it to be a bill board. 
The 
fence is eight feet or more in height, 
cutting off Miller's view of the street. 
In the bill board is a gate or door to 
allow Miller to pass through.

in the term of the judgm ent of the 
court. 
Claiming that the judgment was be­ 
ing violated. Attorney Daniels in be­ 
half of his client, made 
complaint. 
Hoeschler was brought before Judge 
Fruit to answer the charge of con­ 
tempt today. 
The case will be fin­ 
ished at a later date. 
Bending the dec sion of Judge Fruit, 
Hoeschler was released on his own 
recognizance.

J o h n ’s Military Academy eight, one 
of the important athletic events of 
the year. 
T h e news of the race with 
an eastern crew, coming as it docs 
close upon the appointment of E d ­ 
ward H. T en Eyck as instructor in 
rowing, has created much 
interest 
a m ong the students. 
T h e Syracuse- 
Wisconsin race will be the first o p ­ 
portunity that most of the students 
and alumni have had of witnessing 
an intercollegiate rowing contest. 
It 
is also planned to have Wisconsin 
represented again on the Hudson this 
year iii the intercollegiate

with the eastern crews. 
In order to carry out these plans 
for a spring regatta on lake Mendota 
and for the eastern trip of the W is ­ 
consin crew, it will he necessary to 
raise about $2,000 to defray the neces­ 
sary expenses.

Baron Alverstone. 
Baron Alverstone, who has 
been 
lord chief justice of England since 
1900, was born Dec. 22, 1842. 
A s Sir 
Richard W ebster, by which name he 
was known until he was created a 
baron in 1900, he was famous as one 
of the foremost members of the Eng-, 
bsh bench and bar. 
lie received his 
education at King's college and C har­ 
terhouse schools and Trinity college 
Cambridge. 
H e was called 
to the 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
1868. 
Ten 
years later he was made queen’s coun- 
j sci. and is believed to be the only 
man who has for many years pa*st re­ 
ceived that honor at so early an age. 
Prior to being elevated to the bench 
he was extensively engaged in most 
of the heavy commercial and railway 
cases of the day, and, besides hav­ 
ing a large general practice, he ap­ 
peared in numerous appeal cases in 
the house of lords. 
He served in 
parliament for a number of years and 
in 
1885 he was appointed attorney- 
general 
in the first governm ent of 
Lord Salisbury.
